DUST AN INCH DEEP 


Hurried to Trenches in Lorraine 


Sector Where They Quickly 


Set to Work 


(By the Associated Press.) 


With the American Army in France, 


Wednesday, March S.—The American 
troops which have taken up their 
position on the Lorraine front were 
billeted in'towns back of the line when 
they suddenly received orders to move 
to the front. They were transported 
in motor trucks over roads an inch 
deep in dust. 
Scores 
of cannon, 


trucks 
and motorcycles along the 


road raised 
clouds of dust which 


stuck to the men's faces and equip- 
ment until they were grey by the time 
they reached the town close to the 
firing line from which they marched 
to their positions during the night. 


They found themselves in a -section 


of Lorraine where the ground rose in 
slight grades. 
In some cases the 


enemy was a half mile away. 
Al- 


though this was the first time they 
were in the trenches the units from 
the various parts of the United States 
soon adapted themselves to the sur- 
roundings. 


Due to the fact that the ground is 


fairly high the trenches are not con- 
tinuous because that is unnecessary 
and they have remained fairly dry. 
The American patrols have been oper- 
ating nightly in conjunction with the 
French and have worked between the 
lines with the greatest freedom. The 
artillery has been only intermittently 
active.

Troop* Are Arriving in France 


on Schedule Time, Re-

BIG DRIVE~EXPECTED 


Indications Are That Ground 


Will Harden Early 


This Spring 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—Troops 


and supplies for General Pershing's 
forces now are moving to France on 
schedule time it was learned today 
on high authority. While figures may 
not be published, it was stated pos- 
itively that transportation 
require- 


ments of the army are being met by 
the shipping board and the immediate 
situation as to ships was described as 
satisfactory- 


In view of this assurance that the 


United States will be able to maintain' 
its place as a fighting unit on the 
battle front reports from the western 
front are being scanned more eagerly 
than ever by officers here for the first 
sign of 1918 campaign. It is felt 
strongly that the opening of major 
operations which President Wilson 
has predicted will prove the decisive 
year of the Great "War will not be 
much longer delayed. 
Mud has been 


the detaining factor of many previous 
western front operations. 
So long as 


the ground is soft with the winter 
rain it is impossible to move forward 
great guns and necessary transport 
trains to support an advancing line. 
Even in Flanders, however, indica- 
tions this year are that the ground 
will harden early In spring, permitting 
either side to undertake the enter- 
prises planned. 


No Offensive Before May 1. 


In previous years, April has seen 


offensive operations set in motion by 
the Allies. To some it appears prob- 
able that no offensive will be under- 
taken on any considerable scale be- 
fore May 1. There are observers here 
who have never been convinced that 
the Germans actually Intended to at- 
tempt another drix-e at the channel 
ports or at Paris. To these officers 
the admitted concentration 
of Ger- 


man forces has seemed a. defensive 
rather_ than an offensive step. ' They 
believe that the German general staff 
forsaw a great Allied effort this year 
and were moving to offset it. 


A substantial American army al- 


ready is in the trenches on the west- 
ern front and Secretary Baker has in- 
dicated that there may be at least a 
million American troops in France 
during 191S. 


SENATE PASSES BILL

and now goes to the house.

Illinois, Republicans, and Hardwick 
of Georgia voting against the meas- 
ure. 


Opposition to the measure dwindled 


after various important amendments 
had been made in the original draft 
during

fortnight's consideration. 


Senator Owen of Oklahoma, chairman 
of the banking committee and a lead- 
er of the opposition forces, withheld 
his vote, declaring he would not ap- 
prove the legislation. 


Tho house ways and means com- 


mittee already has prepared a report 
on the bill and its consideration in 
the house will begin next week. Ex- 
pedition is strongly urged by the ad- 
ministration because of the measure's 
effect on general finance and espe- 
cially a third Liberty loan in April.

Officers Opposed to Closing of

States Marshal "Williams of Rock Is- 
land, 111., have been suspended for 30 
days for lack of sympathy with the 
policy of the department of justice re- 
garding the sale of liquor and enforce- 
ment of the law in vice zones adjacent 
to army camps. 


•Their suspension, announced today 


by the attorney general, is the result 
of a personal investigation under the 
direction' of the attorney general re- 
garding conditions at 
Rock Island, 


111., which adjoins an ordnance train- 
ing camp. 


"The deplorable conditions found 


to exist at Rock Island," the attorney 
general said, "have been caused large- 
ly by the neglect 01 the municipal au- 
thorities to preserve order and de- 
cency, and this has imposed an added 
responsibility on federal officers in 
that jurisdiction." 


The announcement said that for an 


indefinite period li« the future special 
officers of the department will keep 
strict -watch over the city adjacent -to 
the Rock Island camp. 


Field officers of the department will 


be expected to take action on their 
own initiative have been heard by the 
ditions, it was explained and not await 
probing from the departments. 


Hundreds of prosecutions of liquor 


venders and persons violating the vice 
restrictions have been heard by the 
department officials in the last few 
months and recent 
reports 
indicate 


that conditions about the camps are 
good. 


The Rock Island

acute several days ago soon after the 
ordnance- training

Chicago, 111., March 7.—Equal suf- 


frage, 
nation-wide prohibition, and 


radical legislation favoring farmers 
and laborers are the chief planks of 
the platform of the National party 
adopted hero today at a convention 
attended 
by 
I'OO delegates, 100 of 


whom are bolters from the Prohibition 
party. 


The platform was adopted by a un- 


amious vote. 
It is the first definite 


expression of policy of tho new party. 


In regard to suffrage the platform 


demands the right of men and women 
to vote on all questions and enforce- 
ments of the laws enfranchising ne- 
groes and others regardless of color 
and race. 


The Prohibition plarik pledges -the 


party to work for nation-wide prohi- 
bition and for immediate ratification 
of the constitutional amendment. 


Extension of the federal loan law Is 


among the important items of the 
legislation concerning farmers which 
is advocated. 
Advance loans upon 


crops or products In storage, govern- 
ment insurance of farms and stock, 
federal Inspection of farm products at 
terminals and untaxing of all farm 
equipment, and measures to prevent 
the holding of largo tracts of land idle 
are included. 
Limit Immigration and Working Hours 


Limitation of Immigration, shorten- 


ing -of working .hours, governmental 
insurance, more rigorous Inspection o£ 
factories and working places, adequate 
enforcement of child labor laws, are 
some of the things urged in the^nbor 
plank. It also advocates that the gov- 
ernment forbid interstate shipments 
of articles made by children and wo- 
men employed more than eight hours 
a day or six days a week, convicts un- 
der private contract or persons em- 
ployed in uninspected 
factories 
or 


mines. Abollton of contract priced on 
labor and the establahment o£ the 
honor system in prisons is advocated. 


Much of the platform also is devoted 


to the question of international democ- 
racy. Tho platform declares that the 
party recognizes that, the republic of 
the world is the goal for international 
political development and urges abo- 
lition of secret diplomacy, freedom of 
the seas, and abolition of prohibitive 
or discriminative tariff or taxes upon 
trade and commerce. Foreign invest- 
ments must bear their own risks, an- 
other plank demands. 


Other conditions advocated are free- 


dom ot speech, both by 
word 
of 


mouth and by printed matter, 
the 


short ballot in atate and municipal 
elections, right of absentee citizens to 
vote by affidavit, public ownership of 
public utilities, and extension of the 
postal and parcel post systems. 


Appeal to Foreign Parties. 


A manifesto amplifying the party's 


platform was approved tonight and 
copies of it will be- sent to the Labor 
party of foreign 
countries.

explaining tho purpose of the party, 
it fnya: 


"Labor will win the war and Dm 


organization of labor forces is a par- 


! amount condition to tho winning of 
the war. 
Labor is gaining a ruling

Tt also demands that labor be rep-

In Opposition to National Prohibition 


by Constitutional Amendment 


Excerpts from Two Arguments made at a Hearing before 
a Joint Committee of the Two Houses of the General 
Assembly of the State of New York, February 26, 1918. 


LABOR 


By SAMUEL GOMPERS 


President of tha American Federation of Labor: 


I have been invited and requested by the officers 


of the New York State Federation of Labor, by the 
Central organized bodies of workers in many cities 
of the State, to come here and to argue and protest 
against the ratification by the New York Legislature 
of the proposed Constitutional Amendment. 


Of all the orators I have heard argue for Prohibi- 


tion, i have never heard one of them addressing 
himself to this vital fact: that is, does or will Pro- 
hibition, ot will the Prohibition Constitutional 
Amendment, root out the evil of intemperance ? * * * 
I know of no factor in all our Government or vol- 
untary agencies of America that has had a more 
potent influence to bring about temperate action on 
the part of the great masses of the people—-temper- 
ate in drinking, temperate in every other activity of 
life—than the much misunderstood and misrepre- 
sented organized labor movement of America. 


It may not be uninteresting to know this: That 


the haters of the organized labor movement, those 
who have been most hostile to it, and those who 
are the greatest oppressors of the workers, are sup- 
porters—strong, staunch supporters—of the Pro- 
hibition Movement. 


THE LAW 
By AUSTEN G. FOX 


Representing the JVew York State Bar Association: 


It is for those who advocate the proposed amend- 


ment to show that, in its present form, it is exped- 
ient, or at leas't not inexpedient, to insert it into the 
Federal Constitution. This is the first time that 
anyone has suggested that it is expedient to state in 
terms that "the Congress and the several states 
shall have concurrent power to enforce" any 
article of the Constitution by appropriate legislation.

What would have happened to the Thirteenth 


Amendment* if the South had proposed to insert 
a provision that "the Congress and the several state? 
shall have concurrent power to enforce" this article 
by appropriate legislation ? 


We should have said, "Dangerous, if it means 


what it says. And in any event we shall not run 
the risk of the Supreme Court holding that the 
language does mean what it says." 


If we really mean to put the enforcement of Pro- 


hibition in the power of Congress and take it away 
from the states, let us say so. and provide, as has 
always been provided with every other amendment 
that called for such a provision, that "the Congress 
shall have power to enforce this article by appro* 
priate legislation." 


If, on the other hand, we deem ft wiser that each 


state shall control its own.internal affairs, then we 
need no amendment at all to the Federal Constitution^

They re- 
sembled the Three Musketeers, and at- 
tracted attention because of their won- 
derful physique and splendid bearing. 
Near by stood three youngsters, none 
over five feet four, and none weighing 
more than 120 pounds. 
The Horse 


Guards, mere military ornaments, re- 
semble battleships, the three young- 
sters, torpedo boats; tit least, such 
was the comment of persons who stood 
near by. 
The youngsters were air- 


men. 
An American, who had observed 


the six, said: "The big fellows are 
all right, but give me those kids." 


Are the Real Hfcroes. 


,The airmen, or the flyers, are the he- 


roes of England. 
All mere boys, they 


are clean cut, alert, and full of confi- 
dence. They are the same as the fly- 
ers of all'natlons. 
Daredevils, many 


call them. Most of them expect to be 
killed, and in the long run most of 
them are. 
But, as the average Ameri- 


can flyer says: "We get a good fly for 
our money at that." 
' Just at the present time, the two he- 
roes of the air in England are Capt. 
James McCudden, twenty-two years 
old, and Capt. Phillip Foullard, nine- 
teen. 
The exploits of these young- 


sters have but recently beconoa known 
in London, and when they return for 
leave, all Britain will be theirs. 
Cap- 


tain McCudden has brought down 34 
German machines; Captain Foullard 
has accounted for 42. 


There is no chance these human 


eagles won't take. There Is no such 
thing as fear in their make-up. Cap- 
tain McCudden is the leader of a 
squadron whicli has brought down 99 
;enemy aircraft. Although . a fiight 
commander, lie prefers to work alone. 
He manages his machine, and does his 
own firing, and is said to be one of the 
best wing shots in any army. 


Battles Above Clouds. 


His battle grounds lie away above 


the clouds. He flies, as a rule, at a 
height varying from 16,000 to 18,000 
feet. 
He has a system all his own. 


When he spies an enemy aircraft he 
Jockeys the foe from his own course 
and compels him to fight. He never 
yet lost an encounter. 
In a letter to 


his mother and sister, just published, 
.be says that he recently brought down 
four German airmen In one day, two 
before luncheon and two after. 
The 


next day his score -was three. 


England has already had a view ol 


many of the American flyers on their 
way from America to France. 
Many 


of these young men are university un- 
dergraduates, and one has but to see 
them to know thnt they will quickly 
take their place with the idols of the 
air of France, England and Italy.
